Response to Restriction/Election of Species Requirement 

In response to the Office Action mailed December 9, 2004, for which the 
one-month time period to respond extends to January 9, 2005, please consider the 
following remarks. 

REMARKS 

Applicants elect species IV, as shown in FIG. 4, with traverse. However, 
Applicants respectfully submit that species I through V, as shown in FIGS. 1 
through 5, are related, having similar subject matter. As such. Applicants submit 
that the Examiner would not be serioiisly burdened by examining the invention of 
species I through III, and V along with the invention of species IV. Accordingly, 
withdrawal of the election of species requirement is respectfully requested. 

Applicants submit that Claims 1-33 correspond to the invention of species 
IV. Additionally, Applicants submit that Claims 1-33 are generic to species I 
through V. Accordingly, Applicants request examination of Claims 1-33.
